Carter unveils 
welfare reform

One day 
after his original deadline for an­ 
nouncing a program to overhaul the 
nation’s welfare system. 
President 
Carter is unveiling the outline of a still 
uncompleted reform plan. 
The 
President’s 
usual 
Monday 
meeting with his Cabinet was expanded 
today to include congressional leaders 
who were invited to the State Dining 
Room for a special budget meeting 
with Thomas B. Lance, the director of 
the Office of Management and Budget. 
Before the meeting, Lance and his 
deputy, Jam es T. McIntyre Jr., were to 
give the President a special budget 
briefing 
The President and top aides worked 
on the welfare program over the 
weekend, drawing up their general 
principles 
on 
welfare 
reform. 
Legislation 
to carry 
out 
the 
ad 
ministration's plan will be presented 
sometime later, although Congress 
may not get around to final action on it 
this year. 
Deputy White House Press Secretary 
Rex Granum said the goal of the 
welfare reform program was to make 
the welfare system ‘‘more efficient and 
equitable.” Carter often spoke during 
the 
presidential 
campaign 
about 
simplifying the program and making it 
more fair 
In addition to working on welfare 
proposals 
Sunday, 
the 
President 
prepared for his trip to Europe, which 
begins Thursday. While in Europe. 
Carter is to attend an economic summit 
and a meeting of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization in London He also 
is to make a brief trip to Geneva to 
meet with Syrian President Hafez 
Assad. 
As part of an effort to arrive in 
Europe with some advance publicity, 
the 
President 
was 
giving 
several 
European television stations an in­ 
terview today at the White House. 
At the center of the welfare reform 
issue is the question of making welfare 
equitable for those who can’t find work 
and at the same time encouraging 


those able to work to do so. 
Pressure has been placed on the 
administration by the states and the 
National 
Governors Conference 
to 
revise the welfare system so that full 
financing of welfare is met by the 
federal government. Under the current 
system, the states provide varying 
amounts 
to 
match 
federal 
con­ 
tributions. 
The administration has said the 
federal government cannot afford full 
financing, which has been estimated to 
cost $15 billion a year.

A well placed bolt of lightning and a 
funnel cloud sighting caused some 
anxious moments for area law en­ 
forcement agencies during a severe 
thunderstorm which soaked Fayette 
County Sunday night. 
Radio sonsoles at both the Fayette 
County Sheriff’s and the Washington 
C H. Police departments were knocked 
out by lightning at 8:04 p.m. Full radio 
communication was not restored until 
about 2 a m. Monday. 
The 
Fayette 
County 
Sheriff’s 
Department was without any radio 
communication for approximately 30 
minutes Sunday night. Partial com­ 
munication with cruisers and other law 
enforcement 
agencies 
was 
finally 
supplied by a portable radio. 
During the half hour the portable 
radio was being set up, a citizens band 
radio operator reported a funnel cloud 
sighting along 
Ohio 
41-S 
between 
Washington C H and Greenfield. 
The Greenfield Police Department 
monitored the citizens band radio 
report. Knowing that the sheriff’s and 
police departments in Washington C H 
were without radio communication, 
Greenfield police officers contacted the 
Ohio Highway Patrol. The Ohio High­ 
way Patrol then contacted the Fayette 
County 
Sheriff’s 
Department 
by 
telephone. 
A call was placed to the National 
Weather Service office in Cincinnati to 
report the funnel cloud sighting, but 
bureau officials said there was no 
chance a tornado could develop in the 
storm. Heavy black clouds are believed 
to have been mistaken for the funnel 
cloud.

CLEVELAND (AP) — Geothermal 
energy is being overlooked in America, 
says a professor whose university is 
doing the only federally sponsored 
geothermal research. 
“Geothermal 
potentials 
are 
tremendous,” said Dr. Alexander R 
Troiano of Case Western 
Reserve 
University’s Department of Metallurgy 
and Material Science. “ But geothermal 
energy doesn’t have the glamour of 
solar 
and 
nuclear-power 
sources. 
That’s why it has been neglected.” 
His department is receiving a total of 
$1 million in government grants to 
study the power source. 
Geothermal energy derives from the 
natural heat of the earth’s interior. It is 
commonly observed through geysers 
such as “Old Faithful” in Yellowstone 
Park. 
In Iceland, 80 to 90 per cent of the 
homes, buildings and industry are 
heated or powered by geothermal 
energy, according to Troiano. 
“We are far behind in exploiting what 
we have always had,” he said. “The 
first regular use of geothermal power 
for driving electric generators was a 
Larderello, Italy, around the turn of the 
century. They’re still going strong.” 
Use of geothermal power in the 
United 
States 
has 
been 
limited 
primarily to curative uses such as the 
mineral 
waters 
of 
White 
Sulpher 
Springs, W.Va. and Hot Springs, Ark. 
The energy source has been largely

ation, they’re not going to be very 
enthusiastic.” 
The scientist says that geothermal 
wells, general speaking, are drilled in 
depths of 5,000 to 6,000 feet deep where 
tne earth s surface is thin. They yield 
steam or superheated water with a high 
salt content. Aerial photography using 
infrared film locates “hot spots,” 
potential 
well-drilling 
sites. 
Some 
areas of potentially tremendous yield 
of geothermal 
energy 
have 
been 
located. 
The 
entire 
Imperial 
Valley 
of 
California sits on a pool of superheated 
water. It has been estimated that wells 
in the area could provide more than IO 
per cent of the nation’s electrical 
power. 
“The 
first 
real 
commercial 
development for geothermal power in 
the United States is in the area of Big 
Sulphur Canyon, 90 miles north of San 
Francisco,” Troiano said. 
“The area abounds with steam jets 
out of earth crevices, fumaroles, pools 
of steaming water and the strong smell 
of rotten eggs. It’s been called the 
gateway to hell and the gateway to the 
future,” he said.

More support for the arts 


Over the past decade or so the 
United States has experienced a 
notable renascence in the arts This 
has been especially true of the 
performing 
arts 
theatre. 
or­ 
chestras. dance 
The National Endowment for the 
Arts, which was established by 
Congress in the mid-60s and has 
since disbursed hundreds of millions 
of dollars, gets some of the credit for 
this That credit is shared by the 
state arts councils which 
have 
worked with the NEA. channeling 
both federal and state funds 
Yet 
while 
this 
money 
has 
stimulated development and helped 
to keep arts groups afloat, the total 
government contribution to the arts 


has actually been quite small The 
Endowment's budget for the new 
fiscal year is $114 5 million, which 
amounts to a little more than 50 
cents per capita Not a monumental 
sum. considered in terms of the 
number of Americans whose lives 
are singularly enriched by the arts 
A good case can be made for 
substantially increasing the amount 
of tax money spent in support of the 
arts 
It also can be argued per­ 
suasively that the time is at hand for 
a review of the government arts aid 
structure - the NEA and the state 
groups - to improve its performance 
The 
administration 
seems 
favorable to placing greater em ­ 
phasis on the arts. A small task force 


reportedly is at work on shaping the 
administration's 
approach 
The 
undertaking is described by Mrs 
Louis 
Weiner, 
who 
is 
special 
assistant 
to 
the 
secretary 
for 
cultural affairs in the Commerce 
Department, as "an effort to put 
cultural artistic affais on an equal 
footing 
with 
other 
government 
pursuits’’ 
It also cal be taken as a good omen 
that President C arter’s personal 
tastes reflect a deep interest in the 
arts. particularly classical music. A 
further encouraging sign is the fact 
that Joan Mondale. the wife of the 
vicepresident, has been involved in 
the arts and evidently means to use 
her position to advance them.

Mathias of 
Maryland may find fault with details of 
the energy program, but they are not 
prepared to shoot it down. Rumors 
have persisted that Mathias will switch 
from Republican to Democrat. 
He was called on some time ago by- 
Maryland labor leaders asking him to 
change his party affiliation. Since most

Reagan has the same big money

Republican. Money is, however, hardly 
one of Reagan’s problems since his 
income from his column, syndicated 
radio programs and his frequent lec­ 
tures is well over the half million mark 
The conservatives in the party who 
backed him seem to have no alter­ 
native. 


Neither can Gerald Ford be ruled 
out. He has begun a drum fire of attack 
on Carter without waiting for the grace 
period that most new presidents are 
granted by their predecessors. With the 
backing of fat contracts from television 
and publishing, he is making noises like 
a candidate. The margin of his loss was 
so narrow last year that the prospect 
must be tempting and particularly if 
Carter should fall on his face. Ford will 
be 64 years old in Julv. 
As should be apparent to anyone with 
the real interests of the party at heart, 
another Reagan-Ford contest could 
only deepen the split, leaving two 
hostile bands to fight it out for an empty 
honor. It was Ford’s misfortune that he 
should 
have 
had 
Reagan 
as 
a 
challenger. He was constantly moving 
to the right as he glanced nervously 
over his shoulder at the clamor of the 
Reaganites. 


One 
consequence 
was 
that 
he 
sacrificed Nelson Rockefeller to the 
conservatives crying for blood and 
even went so far as to sacrifice the 
Kissinger foreign policy in a policy 
plank that beat a shameful retreat 
from all Kissinger had tried to do. 
Moderates in the Senate and men in 
the House, like John B Anderson of 
Illinois, are doing their best to hold a 
reasonable line. Mathias, Percy and IO 
others, including Jacob Javits of New 
York, joined together several times in 
the campaign last year to try to per­ 
suade Ford that an important faction in 
the party did not go along with the 
conservative 
cause 
and 
therefore 
deserved some consideration. Their 
efforts were in vain. 
I must admit to rather strong per­ 
sonal feeling in this matter. Both my 
father and my grandfather in my 
native Iowa were devout Republicans 
who believed that anyone outside that 
happy fraternity was an outcast. My 
father, 
a 
delegate 
to 
Republican 
conventions for 30 years, wavered only 
at the selection of Warren Gamaliel 
Harding in 1920. It has been all downhill 
since that fatal error.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Irwin Allen 
says he’s in no danger of running out of 
disasters to turn into motion pictures. 
The man who turned an ocean liner 
upside

Adventure”

skyscraper in "The Towering Inferno” 
is back with a forest fire big enough to 
cause a timber shortage. 
"F ire,” starring Ernest Borgnine, 
Vera Miles. Patty Duke Astin. Alex 
Cord and Donna Mills, is an NBC Big 
Event at 9 p.m. EST Sunday. 
"As long as in real life we have 
floods, 
storms, 
fires 
and 
other 
disasters, there s no end in sight,” said 
Allen. "These kinds of pictures will be 
around as long as we’re alive. Every 
poll we’ve taken says, ‘Give us more.’ 
"No, I’m not going to run out of 
disasters. Pick up the daily newspaper, 
which is my best source for crisis 
stories, and you’ll find IO or 15 every 
day.” 
The veteran producer said there are 
two reasons for the popularity of crisis 
stories, as he prefers to call them. 
"Every man, and every woman for 
that m atter, fancies himself as a 
Walter Mitty character,” he said. 
"Everyone wants the thrill of being a 
hero, and films like this let them be 
Errol Flynn without getting hurt. 


“The other reason is in human 
nature. I think we all suffer from a 
faulty id. People chase fire engines, 
flock to car crashes. People thrive on 
tragedy. Ifs unfortunate, but in my 
case it’s fortunate. The bigger the 
tragedy the bigger the audience.” 
There is no shortage of tragedy in 
"F ire." It seems that the writers 
researched every forest fire in recent 
years and found every possible com­ 
plication and tragic turn — and put 
them all into this movie. 
It s an exciting and tense film, and 
the fire is nothing less than spec­ 
tacular It should be That’s a real 
forest hurtling 
Allen said he obtained permission to 
film during the annual slash burning in 
Oregon. These are controlled fires set 
by the state’s Forest Service. He also 
bought several old buildings on the 
outskirts of Silverton, Ore., and set 
them on fire. 
"We added our own movie magic 
fires to make it look like the whole 
world was on fire,” he said. 
Norman Katkov and Arthur Weiss 
wrote the script and Earl Bellamy 
directed.

Nursing profession 


It seems many registered nurses 
never saw the cap they would wear the 
rest of their lives until after they were 
enrolled in a nursing school. Many 
never gave the cap any consideration, 
but evaluated the education they should 
receive. It seems rather strange that 
this cap, which becomes their pride and 
joy, should play such a minor role in the 
beginning. 
As in any professional field today, 
nursing 
is 
changing 
rapidly 
especially in education of nurses. In the 
past, almost every registered nurse 
attended a hospital school of nursing 
for 
three 
years, 
took 
the 
state 
examinations and graduated from a 
diploma program. The majority of our 


Fayette County nurses have this type of 
nursing school background. 
Gradually the cost of these student 
nurses became almost impossible for 
most hospitals and they have phased 
out their schools of nursing even though 
students provided the much needed 
staff at these hospitals in exchange for 
their living and educational expenses. 
Several years ago the American 
Nurses Association issued a statement 
that would require any registered 
nurse after 
1980 to be a college 
educated degree nurse. Luckily, the 
“grandfather clause” will exempt any 
nurses who was graduated prior to 1980 
and the registered nurses today who do 
not hold a bachelor’s degree from a 
university can still 
practice 
their 
professional nursing. 
A good example of a hospital school 
of nursing that has changed with the 
times is Riverside Hospital, Columbus. 
Remember when it was called White 
Cross Hospital before its last new 
location? Many of our local registered 
nurses are graduates of that school. 
Then, 
when 
it 
became 
Riverside 
Methodist Hospital it was White Cross- 
Riverside School of Nursing. Now, with 
a new four-year collegiate nursing 
program, that started in 1976 with Ohio 
Wesleyan University in Delaware, once 
again the school of nursing will have a 
new nam e and the nursing graduates 
will be granted a bachelor of science 
degree. 
Today ’s high school students who are 
considering a nursing career should 
be aware of the different programs 
offered as it can be perplexing. But it is 
as easy as one, two three, four. That is 
the length of years of different nursing 
programs. At the beginning level is the 
one-year practical nursing program 
similar to the one at Fayette County 
Memorial Hospital. After the classes 
and hospital work is completed, the 
practical nurse state board test is taken 
and if passed, the graduates are 
licensed practical nurses 
The 
new 
two-year 
programs 
in 
nursing are becoming popular because 
they allow a student to attend a

changing 


vocational or technical college near to 
home often, and the graduates receive 
an associate degree in nursing, which 
means they are able to go back to 
college anytime for two more years and 
earn a bachelor degree. They must 
take the state board examination and 
when passed, are registered nurses. 
The three-year nursing program is 
the diploma hospital school of nursing 
which is about extinct. Here, the 
graduates receive a diploma upon 
graduation and take the same state 
boards for registered nurses. These 
graduates will receive college credits if 
they 
wish 
to continue with 
their 
education at a university, but it usually 
requires about another three-years to 
obtain the bachelor’s degree. This is 
one reason those who have decided that 
they want a college degree in nursing 
will probably opt for the better and 
faster means of obtaining such by going 
to a college or university that offers a 
nursing curriculum for four years of 
study. These nurses will also take the 
state 
board 
examination 
to 
be 
registered nurses but will also be 
holders of a bachelor of science degree 
from their college nursing major. 
There are no distinguishing marks on 
the nursing caps that will tell anyone 
the amount of education that a nurse 
has. 
Naturally, a 
better educated 
person will command a better job 
position and salary. A young person 
entering a nursing career today has 
many decisions to make and cost is 
probably the biggest. A college nursing 
program is the most costly but all of the 
university benefits can not be weighed 
by the dollar alone. Some nurses go on 
to obtain a m asters or doctorate degree 
for a total of eight to IO years of study. 
These people usually are in education 
or administration field in nursing. 
Usually, these registered nurses wear 
white lab coats as their attire and no 
caps. 
In order to meet present demands, 
universities often change their length 
of schooling and types of educational 
preparation. For example, Ohio State 
University, until the end of World War

Appalachia Regional Hospital 


II, had a three-year school of nursing at 
University Hospital. During the war, a 
special cadet nursing program was in 
effect where the nurses were given a 
shortened course to meet the demands 
for more nurses. Following the war, a 
new 126 quarter collegiate program 
was adopted which was completed in 
five years. Several of our local RNs 
were in this long program. 
More 
recently, 
Ohio 
State 
has 
shortened its nursing curriculum to a 
12-quarter program which is in ac­ 
cordance with the amount of time non­ 
nursing students attend college. There 
are about IO area nurses who are 
graduates of this 
newer, 
shorter, 
program. But, all of the graduates from 
Ohio State University wear the same 
type of cap regardless of the program 
they completed. A new model of their 
cap features buttons on each side of the 
back which allows the cap to be flat­ 
tened out for laundrying purposes. It is 
available to any of the Ohio State 
nursing alumni, whether young or old. 
A nurse never stops learning. After 
the formal schooling to be a registered 
nurse she continues to learn new 
procedures and information each day 
she practices whether in a large city or 
a rural or small community. With new 


advances in medicine and nursing 
today it is a never-ending learning 
process that keeps the profession fresh 
and stimulating, never boring. Each 
patient presents a new challenge to her 
nursing skill 
and a new means of 
communication which is 
the 
way 
nurses can serve the person best. 


Today, and in the near future, 
registered nurses will be performing 
more 
procedures 
that 
have 
been 
physicians duties in the past. Although, 
down through the years of nursing the 
nurse 
has 
been 
the 
physician’s 
assistant, the new trend is to be the

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State, national food prices increase again

Supermarket 
shoppers 
found 
familiar, but unpleasant news at the 
grocery 
store 
last 
month. 
An 
Associated Press marketbasket survey 
shows prices went up again during 
April, rising slightly more than they did 
during the previous month. 
The AP drew up a random list of 
commonly purchased food and nonfood 
items, checked prices at one super 
market in each of 13 cities on March I, 
1973. and has rechecked on or about the 
start of each succeeding month 
Among the highlights of the latest 
survey: 
—The marketbasket bill increased 
during April at the checklist store in 
eight cities and decreased in five. The 
average rise was 3 per cent and the 
average drop was l l per cent, for an 
overall increase of 1.4 per cent. 
The boost compared with an average 
increase of I per cent during March, 
when the marketbasket total also rose 
at the checklist store in eight cities and 
decreased in five 
—The price of a pound of chopped 
chuck went up at the checklist store in 
six cities and declined in only two. The 
American 
National 
Cattlemen’s 
Association 
has 
%varned 
that 
beef 
prices will rise during the late spring 
and 
summer 
because 
ranchers, 
complaining that 
they were losing 
money last year, cut back the size of 
their herds 
—Comparing prices at the end of 
April with those at the start of the year, 
the A P found the marketbasket bill for 
the food and nonfood items increased at 
the checklist store in every city, up an 
average of just under 6 per cent. 
Current marketbasket totals are an av­

—The rising price of coffee is the 
major reason for most of the increase.

Only a half-gallon of 
w hole milk held steady over the month 
It sold for an average of 79 cents 
Eggs were the leading price gainers. 
up ll per cent at 70 cents a dozen 
Potatoes rose IO per cent to $1.63; 
frying chicken was up 3.6 per cent at 57 
cents a pound; and coffee rose just 4.2 
per cent to a record high average of 
$9.52 for a three-pound can. 
Coffee also had by far the widest 
price spread, from an average of $6.76 
among three stores in Canton, to $12.69 
at Athens.

LOS A N G E L E S (A P ) - In the fall of 
1975, ABC scheduled nine violence- 
prone shows and only six comedies. 
Next fall, it’ll have 12 comedies but 
only four “ action” series. Quite a 
change. 
ABC program guru Fred Silverman 
admits the much publicized gripes by 
viewers and the PTA about television 
violence 
was 
a 
factor 
in 
A BC ’s 
reduction of gunsmoke and fisticuffs 
next fall. 
But he also says there were two other 
big reasons for it: 
—Declining 
audiences 
for crime- 
stopping “ action” shows: ” ... we feel 
this category of program isn’t at­ 
tracting the kind of audience it used 
to... There are too many (of these) 
shows on the air." 
—ABC decided “ long before there 
was any criticism (of violence) that we 
wanted to move into another direction, 
so we geared our entire development 
over the past 18 months in that direc­ 
tion.” 
Silverman, who said the “ direction” 
meant a heavy emphasis on variety 
and 
comedy, 
says 
“ there’s 
no 
question” that shows with violence are 
on the wane, at least at ABC. 
While fading audiences for action- 
adventure helped cause A BC ’s shift to 
comedies, a more important reason for 
the change goes back to the early days 
of network radio, the ABC executive 
said. 
“ There’s one axiom that’s always 
been true — that the network with the 
most hit comedy shows is the dominant 
network,” he said. “ That has never 
changed and it’ll never change."

He 
tied his own record set last year in the 
120-yard high hurdles with a time of 
14.8 seconds Both the Panthers and 
Blue Lions were shut out of this event. 
The first close running event w asn’t 
long in coming 
Wilmington’s speed 
burner, Gary Williams, and Miami 
Trace’s sophomore sensation, Brian 
Zurface, dueled each other right into 
the tape in the 100-yard dash. 
Williams, the taller and older of the 
two, made it to the wire less than a step 
ahead of Zurface to win the race in 10.3 
seconds 
Zurface was second with his personal 
best time of 10.4 seconds 
The mile run was a near record- 
setting performance by John Curtis of 
Wilmington. He shaved seven seconds 
off last year’s winning time and missed 
the SCOL record by just 0.6 seconds. 
Curtis ran the mile in 4:35 flat with 
Tom Taylor of Circleville second, two 
seconds behind. 
Bill Hanners of Miami Trace was just 
a second off the time that won this 
event for him last season but slipped to 
fourth this year. 
Washington C.H.’s state competing 
880-relay team owned the SCOL record 
for just one year. Greenfield McClain’s 
team eclipsed the old mark of 1:33.7 by 
just .03 seconds to set a new record. 
Miami Trace picked up a point in that 
competition by finishing fifth. 
In the 440-yard dash a 12-year-old 
record fell to Wilmington's Williams. 
The sleek Hurricane machine circled 
the all-weather track in 50.4 seconds, 
shaving more than one second off the 
record of 51.5 seconds set back in 1965. 
Bill Wamock and Zurface chased 
Williams all the way and ended with 
second and third place, respectively. 
Warnock was the defending champ in 
the race and he was just one-tenth of a 
second off last year’s time despite 
being injured much of this year. 
In the 180-yard low hurdles, Phillips 
made it three in a row. He cleared the 
hurdles easily on his way to a 20.8 time, 
almost a second faster than his nearest 
competitor. 
Dean Faris of Miami Trace turned in 
his best time ever, finishing fourth with 
a time of 22.7 seconds. 
Frank Merrill of Circleville hadn’t 
run under two minutes in the 880-yard 
run all year until Saturday Merrill 
successfully defended his crown in that 
race and eclipsed his own league 
record set last year 
Merrill cut more than one and one- 
half seconds off his time last season 
and turned the race in 1:58.1 to win it by 
five seconds. 
Ken Ward of Trace was fourth with 
an excellent time of 2:01.3, just .03 
seconds out of second place. Glen Cobb 
was fifth with a time of 2:07.5. 
Phillips ended his miraculous day 
with six more points and a win in the 
220-yard dash. In four events (the 
maximum allowed in the league meet) 
Phillips carted home four wins and 
added 24 points to the Tiger point total. 
He was just one second off the oldest 
SCOL record on the books with a time 
of 23 seconds flat. The record set once 
16 years ago in 1961 and tied 12 years 
ago in 1965 in 22 seconds flat.
